inaccessible. The Palm Beach 
Road extending into Noord 
from the beach areas was open 
to traffic early the next morning. 

Aruba’s Department of 
Public Works, (DOW) was 
very busy at a number of im¬ 
portant byways stemming the 
flood; by Monday morning a 


degree of normalcy had re¬ 
turned as islanders began the 
work and school week. Traffic 
was slow but moving as clouds 
again began building on the 
horizon and showers again 
began drenching the island at 
around 8:30 a.m.. 

Stormy weather was pre¬ 
dicted for yesterday, today and 
tomorrow, but current weather 
maps look somewhat clear 
with only slight patches of 
clouds, so Aruba will hope¬ 
fully get a much needed respite 
from the days of constant 
downpour. 

As pictured here in 
Matadera, one can see that 
when the sky rains lemons, is¬ 
landers will make lemonade!

Minister of Tourism holds 
important meetings in 
the Netherlands 


ORANJESTAD - After two 
years of inactivity, Minister 
Otmar Oduber, decided to re¬ 
visit the EPE and commission 
it to restart their offerings of 
courses the soonest possible. It 
was then that former director 
of the EPE program, Mr. 
Harold Tromp, began a selec¬ 
tion of courses which began in 
March of this year. In the 
month of August the program 
went full swing 

with a total package of 
course offerings, with an 
amazing response for these 
courses by the community at 
large. 

To date, there are 28 course 
offerings with an enrollment of 
over 1400 participants. The 
courses which began in March 
are nearing completion some¬ 
time this month. The large en¬ 
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rollment says, Oduber, is in¬ 
dicative of the need for people 
to re-educate themselves for 
other jobs and occupations in 
life. 

The EPE project began 
back in 1988, shortly after the 
closure of the oil refinery 
(Lago), as a project to help 
those who lost their jobs in the 
refinery to re-educate them¬ 
selves and prepare for other 
types of employment. Then 
Prime-Minister Henny Eman 
and Minister of Education 
Mito Croes were the brainchil¬ 
dren of this EPE program. The 
first offerings of the program 
were courses in Bartending, 
Waiter Courses, Pipefitting, 
Cement Plastering, and Car¬ 
pentry. People enrolled with 
the intention of training for 
new skills so as to be em¬ 
ployed again in other areas of 
expertise. 

Subsequently, other courses 
were added based on the needs 
assessment of the community. 
So doing, EPE began offering 
Computer courses, Bookkeep¬ 
ing, and Language courses. 
Enrollment continued to in¬ 
crease and its popularity grew. 

For the many foreign help 
who came to reinforce the 
local labor market, courses in 
Papiamento were added to 


teach the many expatriates our 
local language. 

During the past Administra¬ 
tion, the EPE received no at¬ 
tention from the government. 

However, soon after assum¬ 
ing his post as Minister, Otmar 
Oduber revisited EPE and the 
situation changed immediately. 
New courses were introduced, 
such as English for Beginners, 
Papiamento for Beginner, Bar- 
tending, Waiters Courses, and 
Bookkeeping for Beginners. 
Now there are 1409 persons 
enrolled in numerous course 
offerings. 

In the new year EPE will 
continue with its present 
course offerings and add sev¬ 
eral other courses. One course, 
suggested by Oduber, will be a 
Certificate Program, which 
will be designed to certify 
specifically those employed in 
the tourism sector. Courses 
will also be directed to inmates 
in the prison to help prepare 
them for reintegration and jobs 
after their incarceration. 

The minister indicated that 
he remains committed to sup¬ 
porting the EPE and is con¬ 
vinced that this program is a 
necessity and definitely con¬ 
tributes to the development of 
our people and community in 
general.

MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - The 
reserve of available Internet 
addresses will be used up 
around the world in January, 
warned experts based here. 

Internet addresses are dis¬ 
tributed by the Internet Cor¬ 
poration for Assigned Names 
and Numbers, which pro¬ 
vides them to five regional 
organizations around the 
world. 

’’The pool of central ad¬ 
dresses will be used up in 
January,” said Ernesto Majo, 
communications director for 
the Registry of Internet ad¬ 
dresses for Latin America 
and the Caribbean, a Monte- 
video-based non-profit or¬ 
ganization.

TABI, Mexico (AFP) - 
Members of the Mayan 
community of Tabi, around

change their lives. 

The dusty streets and 
modest homes of the com¬ 
munity of some 400 people 
do not suggest wealth, but 
the land's bounty of corn, 
squash, beans and fruit made 
it a perfect place to raise a 
family. 

That has changed since 
Eunice Be Chuc moved here, 
28 years ago. 

These days rain is increas¬ 
ingly unpredictable in a re¬ 
gion where the wet season 
has come like clockwork 
since the times of the ancient 
Maya. 

Now drought, floods and 
hurricanes alternate — ex¬ 
treme conditions that devas¬ 
tate crops. 

"Even if you plant crops, 
the soil only gets drier with 
all the sun and if there is no 
water, how do we water it? 
So even if we are doing our 
part, if the soil doesn't pro¬ 
duce, what else can we do?” 
Be Chuc told AFP, looking 
across a parched field. 

Corn is to Mexico what 
rice and bread are to much of 
the rest of the world. 

The tortilla is a staple, and 
without it, many would go 
hungry, in a country where

"When it doesn't rain, the 
entire crop is lost. When it does 
rain, the entire crop grows," 
said community leader and 
farmer Saulo Chuc Moo. 

Locals are beginning to 
adapt in order to survive — 
turning away from old slash 
and bum techniques that left 
fields barren after just a few 
seasons. 

Now they clear rocks and 
other debris from the soil and 
mix in organic fertilizer to 
create sustainable fields. 

Anti-poverty campaigners 
say mral communities around 
the world are feeling the 
same strain — and being 
forced to adapt. 

"There are only a few is¬ 
sues that have been consis¬ 
tently increasing in 
awareness for the past few 
years and one of them is cli¬ 
mate change,” said Antonio 
Hill, from Oxfam. 

"And among others, part 
of the reason is ... the fact that 
around the world people are 
convinced that something is 


changing.” 

Farmers in Tabi struggle 
to keep up with the pace of 
that change, seeking alter¬ 
natives to feed their fami¬ 
lies, such as apiculture and 
selling firewood, while 
women are doing crafts to 
earn extra money. 

They receive some gov¬ 
ernment help to finance 
new agriculture techniques, 
but last year's severe 
droughts, which destroyed 
their harvests, led to big 
protests in the region, and 
calls for more aid. 

"Many people are leaving 
to find other places to work, 
many go to the hotel zone, 
where they become slaves for 
others,” said local resident 
Eunice Be Chuc, referring to 
the massive tourist develop¬ 
ments along the coast, such 
as Cancun. 

As negotiators from more 
than 190 countries arrived at 
the Caribbean resort Sunday 
for a final week of UN- 
backed climate talks, Tabi 
residents looked to global 
leaders to bring help to keep 
their crops growing.

British scientists find key to repairing 
damage caused by MS 


Long nails, sexy or risky??? 


LONDON(AFP) - British re¬ 
searchers said Monday they 
may have found a way to re¬ 
verse damage in the central 
nervous system caused by 
multiple sclerosis, in a study 
hailed by campaigners as a 
major breakthrough. 

The study by scientists at 
the universities of Cambridge 
and Edinburgh has raised 
hopes of a new treatment 
within 15 years for the dis¬ 
abling neurological condi¬ 
tion, which affects millions 
of people worldwide. 

The team identified a 
mechanism essential to re¬ 
generating myelin sheaths — 
the layers of insulation that 
protect nerve fibres in the 
brain — and showed how it 
could be used to make the 
brain's own stem cells under¬ 
take this repair. 

The loss of myelin in MS 
sufferers leads to damage to the 
nerve fibres in the brain that 
send messages to other parts of 
the body, leading to symptoms 
ranging from mild numbness to 
crippling paralysis. 


"Therapies that repair 
damage are the missing link 
in treating multiple sclero¬ 
sis," said Professor Robin 
Franklin, director of the MS 
Society's Cambridge Centre 
for Myelin Repair at the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge. 

"In this study we have 
identified a means by which 
the brain's own stem cells can 
be encouraged to undertake 
this repair, opening up the 
possibility of a new regener¬ 
ative medicine for this devas¬ 
tating disease." 

Britain's MS Society, 
which part funded the re¬ 
search along with the Na¬ 
tional Multiple Sclerosis 
Society in the United States, 
hailed the study and said it 
could lead to clinical trials 
within five years and treat¬ 
ment within 15 years. 

"For people with MS this 
is one of the most exciting 
developments in recent 
years," said chief executive 
Simon Gillespie. 

"It’s hard to put into words 
how revolutionary this dis¬ 
covery could be and how crit¬ 


ical it is to continue research 
into MS." 

The research, published in 
the journal Nature Neuro¬ 
science, identified a specific 
type of molecule called 
RXR-gamma, which appears 
to be important in promoting 
myelin repair. 

The team found that stim¬ 
ulating RXR-gamma in rats 
encouraged the brain's own 
stem cells to regenerate

Report: VW to hire 50,000 workers 
worldwide 



FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - Volkswagen, the 
biggest European carmaker, 
said yesterday in a newspaper 
that it would hire around 50,000 
workers worldwide in the 
medium-term, including 5,000- 
6,000 in Germany by 2015. 

"We have around 400,000 
workers around the world 
today. With pursued growth in 
many markets, we could reach 
a staff of 450,000 in the 
medium term," VW personnel 
director Horst Neumann told 
the German financial daily 
Handelsblatt. 

"In addition, we will have 
to replace 60,000 workers in 
the next five years," Neumann 
said as VW negotiates a major 
work contract with German 
unions. 

The automaker will create 
"5,000-6,000" jobs in Ger¬ 
many by 2015, the VW execu¬ 


tive said, and expected to rely 
less on temporary workers. 

VW is in talks with the IG 
Metall trade union, which 
plans to call for pay raises after 
accepting sacrifices when auto 
markets slumped in 2009 to 
ensure job security for its 
members. 


German auto manufacturers 
are now working hard to meet 
renewed demand around the 
world and especially in China, 
have terminated emergency 
part-time work and have short¬ 
ened the 2010 Christmas break 
to maintain production during 
the holidays.

French mother and son on trial 
for 'revenge' bank robberies 


METZ, France (AFP) - A 
French shopowner mother and 
her alleged accomplice son 
went on trial yesterday for car¬ 
rying out five bank robberies 
to "get revenge on the 
state."Law graduate Fabienne 
Levy, 51, and her son Jeremie, 
21 , are charged with stealing 
around 175,000 euros from 
two banks in Germany and 
three others in France in 2006 
and 2007. 

Jeremie, who was a minor 
at the time, is accused of driv¬ 
ing his mother to three of the 
banks and faces a 10-year jail 
sentence. His mother could be 
jailed for 20 years. 

Levy told the court in the 
northeastern city of Metz that 
she arrived at the banks wear¬ 
ing a wig and sunglasses, bran¬ 
dishing a capsule-firing pepper 
gun and speaking German. "I 
was never violent, I said 'hello' 
when I arrived," Levy told the 
court. She said at the time of 
her arrest that she had a "hatred 


of the justice system" after 
doing time in 2005 because of 
involvement in a car theft car¬ 
ried out by her then-husband. 

"She felt the bank repre¬ 
sented a system that was com¬ 
parable to the state, which 
crushes the most disadvan¬ 
taged," police investigating the 
case said. 

Levy shop went bankrupt in 
the early 2000s. 

Ahead of the trial, she told 
a local radio station that she 
wanted to "get her own back 
on society, to get revenge on 
the system" and that she had 
no regrets. 

"When I was a shopowner, 
the bankers rolled out the red 
carpet for me... When the dif¬ 
ficulties began, they treated me 
like less than nothing," she 
said. 

Levy is described as having 
a very close relationship- 
mother and son have not been 
detained during the trial.

Spanish animal rights activists 
stage naked protest 



BARCELONA, Spain (AFP) - 
About 50 animal rights ac¬ 
tivists staged a naked protest 
Sunday at a square in Spain's 
northeastern city of Barcelona 
to denounce the torture and 
slaying of animals to make fur 
coats. Representing the num¬ 
ber of animals that it takes to 
make a fur coat, the men and 
women, covered in red paint 
that resembled blood, lay 
down and curled up on top of 


one another at Sant Jaume in 
the historic centre of the city. 

"How many lives just for a 
coat?" read a black and white 
sign held by a young woman. 

Animals need their fur, we 
don't," said Leticia Olivares, a 
spokeswoman for international 
animal rights group - which 
staged the demonstration. 

Millions of foxes, minks, 
otters, beavers, lynxes and 
other species are raised in cap¬ 
tivity in small cages or cap¬ 
tured and then killed in brutal 
ways such as drowning or 
electrocution to make fur 
coats, according to the group. 

Spain along with Greece, 
Germany and Italy are key 
manufacturers of fur garments, 
according to the group. 

In Spain fur farms are 
mainly in the north of the 
country while the fur clothing 
industry is found mostly in the 
region of Catalonia where 
Barcelona is located.

Separate investigations 
have been launched into this 
side of the scandal, and both 
President Nicolas Sarkzoy and 
his former campaign treasurer 
and labour minister Eric Wo- 
erth have been forced to deny 
wrongdoing. 

The investigation into the 
alleged illegal campaign dona¬ 
tion will continue. 


Berlin film fest invites Iranian 
ex-detainee to join jury 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Bil¬ 
lionaire L'Oreal heiress Liliane 
Bettencourt has reconciled 
with her daughter Francoise 
Bettencourt-Meyers, they an¬ 
nounced yesterday, ending a 
legal wrangle that endangered 
France's biggest fortune. 

Bettencourt-Meyers had 
been seeking to have her 88- 
year-old mother declared men¬ 
tally unfit to manage the 
estimated 17-billion-euro for¬ 
tune and had sued a society 
photographer, accusing him of 
exploiting his ties to the fam- 
ily. 

But on Monday the feuding 
relatives issued a joint state¬ 
ment which said they had 
come to a "private agreement" 
to end all ongoing court cases. 

"The decision that Fran¬ 
coise and I have taken offers 
me hope. It meets my wish to 
see the family united. We can 
now embrace the future to¬ 
gether," the elderly shampoo 
and cosmetics heiress said, ac¬ 
cording to the statement. 

In the same statement, the 
daughter Bettencourt-Myers 
added: "This agreement allows 
us at last to bring back the fam¬ 
ily peace shared as much by 
my husband and my children 
as by my mother. 

"I was also longing for such 
an end for the entire L'Oreal 
Company that is carrying on its 
fabulous story and that is so 
dear to me." 

The daughter's lawyer 
Olivier Metzner told AFP: 


BERLIN,Germany (AFP) - 
The Berlin Film Festival said 
Monday it had invited outspo¬ 
ken Iranian filmmaker Jafar 
Panahi, on bail after three 
months in a Tehran jail, to 
serve on its jury in February. 

"We hope Jafar Panahi will 
be able to attend the festival 
and perform this important 
task on the international jury of 
the 61st Berlinale," the event's 
director Dieter Kosslick said in 
a statement. 

Panahi, 50, went on a 
hunger strike to protest the 
conditions of his detention 
after his March 1 arrest and 
was released from Tehran's 
Evin prison on May 25 after 
posting bail of two billion rials 
(around 200,000 dollars). 

A vocal backer of Iran's op¬ 
position movement, Panahi 
was arrested at his home along 
with 16 other people, including 
his wife and daughter. Most

were subsequently released. 

But Culture Minister Mo¬ 
hammad Hosseini said in April 
that he was detained for mak¬ 
ing an "anti-regime" film about 
the unrest that rocked Iran after 
last year's disputed re-election 
of hardline President Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinejad. 

In February the Iranian au¬ 
thorities banned Panahi from 
leaving the country to attend 


the Berlin Film Festival. 

Cannes then invited Panahi 
to join its own jury in May. 

Headed by "Alice in Won¬ 
derland" director Tim Burton, 
the panel called for his release 
and left a seat symbolically 
empty for him on stage at the 
festival's red-carpet gala open¬ 
ing. 

Panahi is known for his 
gritty, socially critical movies 
such as "The Circle", which 
captured the 2000 Venice 
Golden Lion award, "Crimson 
Gold" and "Offside", winner of 
the 2006 Silver Bear at the 
Berlin Film Festival. 

Italian-American actress 
and director Isabella Rossellini 
will chair the international jury 
at the Berlin Film Festival, one 
of Europe's top cinema show¬ 
cases, from February 10 to 20. 

The panel selects the win¬ 
ners of the Golden and Silver 
Bear top prizes. 
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Barcelona trio on shortlist for 
FIFA award 



PARIS (AFP) - Three 
Barcelona players — Andres 
Iniesta, Xavi and Lionel 
Messi — have been short¬ 
listed for the FIFA Ballon 
d'Or award for 2010. 

Iniesta and Xavi played 
for Spain's victorious World 
Cup team, while Messi 
played for Argentina in South 
Africa. 

The winner will be an¬ 
nounced in Zurich on January 
10 . 

Last year the trophy went 
to Messi for his outstanding 
play at Barcelona. 

World governing body 
FIFA released a first shortlist 
of 23 players in October 26 
with seven members of 
Spain's World Cup winning 
squad in the running for the 
prestigious Player of the Year 
award. 

The revamped award is a 
combination of the FIFA 
World Player of the Year 
award and the France Foot-

ball Ballon d'Or trophy, 
which have been run sepa¬ 
rately until now. 

Italian sports daily 
Gazzetta Dello Sport re¬ 
ported in its Sunday edition 
that the award would go to 
Iniesta, who scored the win¬ 
ning goal in the World Cup 
final against the Netherlands 
in July. 

Iniesta said that whichever 
of the three landed the award 
it would be great news for 
Barca. 

"It would be a marvellous 
reward for the club. I am 
proud to be one of the three 
Ballon d'Or finalists, but all 
the more so to be alongside 
Xavi and Leo (Messi)," Ini¬ 
esta said on his Facebook 
page. 

It is only the third time 
that there has been a shortlist 
of players from the same 
club. In 1988 and 1989, AC 
Milan's Marco Van Basten 
won on both occasions with 



clubmate Ruud Gullit second 
in 1988 and Franco Baresi 
runner-up the following year 
while Frank Rijkaard was 
third on both occasions. 

Dutch playmaker Wesley 
Sneijder had been considered 
a strong candidate for this 
year's award, but he failed to 
make the shortlist. 

Javier Zanetti, Sneijder's 
Inter Milan team-mate and 
captain, expressed his anger 
at Sneijder's snub and said he 
was also annoyed that Inter 
striker Diego Milito, last sea¬ 
son's top scorer, was over¬ 
looked for the original list of 
23. 

"It's absurd. Wesley's a 
fantastic player and if we 
won the treble (of league, cup 
and Champions League) last 
season, it was also thanks to 
him," said the Argentine. 

"But for me it's even more 
serious that Diego Milito 
wasn't even considered 
amongst the candidates." 


Tevez dismisses talk of Mancini ’rift' 


MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Carlos Tevez has insisted all 
is well between himself and 
Manchester City manager 
Roberto Mancini, saying the 
situation at Eastlands is no 
different from other clubs. 

City captain Tevez reacted 
angrily, and appeared to 
argue with his Italian boss, 
after he was substituted late 
on having scored the only 
goal in the 1-0 Premier 


League win at home to 
Bolton on Saturday. 

The big-spenders may be 
fourth in the table, just three 
points behind leaders Arse¬ 
nal, but the Tevez-Mancini 
row did little to suggest all 
was well at Eastlands, com¬ 
ing as it did a day after 
Jerome Boateng and Mario 
Balotelli had to be pulled 
apart at training. 

"It is just like any club,"

S.Africa World Cup visitors spend 
521 million dollars 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
More than 309,000 visitors 
came to South Africa to 
watch the soccer World Cup, 
spending 521 million dollars 
(392 million euros), Tourism 
Minister Marthinus van 
Schalkwyk said on Monday. 

"The overall average 
spend per tourist was 11,800 
rands (1,710 dollars)," he told 
reporters as he read results 
from a survey on the financial 
impact of the football extrav¬ 
aganza which ended on July 
11 . 

The figure was well above 
the annual average tourist 
spend in South Africa in 2008 


(8,400 rands) and 2009 
(9,500 rands), according to 
Van Schalkwyk who said the 
sums excluded flights, pre¬ 
paid package deals and match 
tickets. 

However, the money spent 
was only one tenth of the five 
billion dollars South Africa 
poured into the continent's first 
World Cup, in which the nation 
largely overcame fears about 
crime and poor transport. 

"The World Cup was 
never about the hosting of a 
tournament but rather about 
building a legacy for our 
country and our continent," 
the minister said. 


Klitschko aims low blow at Chisora 


MANNHEIM (AFP) - 
Ukrainian boxer Vladimir 
Klitschko on Monday dis¬ 
missed Dereck Chisora his 
challenger for his three 
heavyweight world titles next 
Saturday declaring that he did 
not beat up women unlike his 
British opponent. 

Klitschko, who holds the 
WBO, IBF belts as well as 
the lightly regarded IBO title, 
was referring to the fact that 
26-year-old Chisora received 
a three-month suspended sen¬ 
tence in November for as¬ 
saulting his ex-girlfriend after 
discovering messages on her 
answerphone from another 
man. 

"Me, I do not beat up 


women like you do," taunted 
Klitschko at a joint pre-fight 
press conference. 

"Those who beat up 
women are losers. You do not 
know where one practises 
boxing. It is in a ring! 

"As you are such a horri¬ 
ble person, I am going to 
show you the road to redemp¬ 
tion without a title," added 
Klitschko, whose brother Vi- 
tali holds the WBC title. 

Chisora turned profes¬ 
sional in 2007 and has won 
all his 14 bouts, seven within 
the distance. 

Should he win he would 
be Great Britain's second 
world titleholder - David 
Haye holds the WBA belt.

Nationals spend big, 
get their money's Werth 




BALTIMORE (AFP) - Ben 
Roethlisberger shrugged off a 
broken nose and flipped a 9- 
yard touchdown pass to Isaac 
Redman to give Pittsburgh a 
13-10 victory over Baltimore 
in a key NFL matchup on 
Sunday. 

Redman caught the pass 
over the middle and broke 
two tackle attempts to reach 
the end zone with 2:51 re¬ 
maining, giving the Steelers 
the deciding points in the 
showdown of AFC North di¬ 
vision co-leaders. 

Roethlisberger, fighting 
off a sprained right foot com¬ 
ing into the game, suffered a 
broken nose in the opening 
minutes but came away a 
winner with some help from 
Pittsburgh's defense. 

"Some big arm got in there 
and hit me and broke my 
nose," Roethlisberger said. 
"This whole team is about 
fighting. We do that from 
start to finish." 

The Steelers improved to 
9-3 to seize sole possession 
of the division lead while the 
Ravens, who won in Pitts¬ 
burgh in October, slipped to 
8-4. 

Atlanta, Jacksonville and 
Chicago each won to retain 
their division leads while 
reigning Super Bowl champi¬ 
ons New Orleans won, as did 
Green Bay, both boosting

their bids for wild-card play¬ 
off berths. 

Atlanta beat Tampa Bay 
28-24, stretching the Falcons' 
winning streak to six games. 

One club figures to match 
the Falcons for the NFL's best 
record when the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots and New York 
Jets, both 9-2, meet tonight. 

Drew Brees completed 24- 
of-29 passes for 313 yards 
and two touchdowns to give 
New Orleans a 34-30 victory 
at Cincinnati, the Saints' fifth 
victory in a row to reach 9-3 
and stay one game behind the 
Falcons in the NFC South. 

Brees flipped a 3-yard 
touchdown pass to Marques 
Colston for the winning 
touchdown in the dying sec¬ 
onds to deny an upset bid by 
the 2-10 Bengals. 

Maurice Jones-Drew ran 
for 186 yards while Rashad 
Jennings and quarterback 
David Garrard each had a 
touchdown run in Jack¬ 
sonville's 17-6 victory at Ten¬ 
nessee, a triumph that put the 


Jaguars atop the AFC South 
division at 7-5. 

Peyton Manning had two 
interceptions returned for 
touchdowns and another of 
his four pickoffs set the stage 
for David Buehler's game¬ 
winning 38-yard field goal 
that gave Dallas a 38-35 over¬ 
time triumph at Indianapolis. 

The Colts suffered their 
third loss in a row and fell to 6- 
6 , a game behind Jacksonville, 
while the Cowboys rose to 4-8 
with a third win under interim 
coach Jason Garrett. 

Jay Cutler threw a 7-yard 
touchdown pass to Brandon 
Manumaleuna with 8:39 to 
play to give Chicago a 24-20 
victory at Detroit, keeping 
the Bears atop the NFC North 
at 9-3 even after Green Bay 
kept pace by beating San 
Francisco 34-16. 

Aaron Rodgers completed 
21-of-30 passes for 298 yards 
and three touchdowns to 
spark Green Bay, 8-4. 

Brandon Jacobs ran for 
103 yards and two touch¬ 
downs while Ahmad Brad¬ 
shaw ran for 97 yards and two 
touchdowns to lead the New 
York Giants past Washington 
31-7. The Giants improved to 
8-4 to match Philadelphia 
atop the NFC East. 

Brett Favre, Minnesota's 
41 -year-old quarterback, 
made his NFL record 297th 
consecutive start but was 
knocked out of the game on 
his first throw, suffering a 
sprained right shoulder on a 
hit by Buffalo's Arthur 
Moats. 

But replacement Tarvaris 
Jackson threw for 187 yards 
and two touchdowns with 
three interceptions in Min¬ 
nesota's 38-14 victory over 
the Bills. 

Seattle and St. Louis 
stayed even atop the NFC 
West, Seattle beating Carolina 
31-14 and the Rams downing

their lead to two games at the 
top of the AFC West, beating

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McDowell beats Woods for World Challenge title 


THOUSAND OAKS, Cali- 
fornia (AFP) - US Open 
champion Graeme McDow¬ 
ell has delivered two stun¬ 
ning putts to punctuate his 
dream season with a playoff 
triumph over Tiger Woods at 
the World Challenge. 

Northern Ireland's Mc¬ 
Dowell on Sunday denied the 
14-time major champion a 


lone tournament title in a 
2010 season marked by per¬ 
sonal turmoil off the course 
and struggles with a swing 
change on the course. 

Woods, who had let slip a 
four-shot lead, appeared 
poised to seize the victory at 
the 72nd hole when he put his 
approach shot three feet from 
the pin. 


But McDowell drained his 
own 20-footer for birdie to 
send the unofficial event 
hosted by Woods to a playoff. 

"They were the stuff of 
dreams - 2010 has been the 
stuff of dreams, really," Mc¬ 
Dowell said. 

McDowell's triumph left 
Woods without a victory since 
the 2009 Australian Masters.

Paternity test for Brazil’s star Ronaldo 

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Star 


Brazilian footballer Ronaldo 
said on Monday on his Twit¬ 
ter feed that he is undergoing 
a DNA test to determine 
whether he is the father of a 
five-year-old boy living in 
Singapore. 

"Life is full of suprises. 
After the sadness over yester¬ 
day's game (when his 
Corinthians team lost out to 
Fluminense in the Brazilian 
title race), today I got to 
know Alex, a beautiful, polite 
and healthy boy," the 34- 
year-old player wrote. 

"Now we are waiting for 
the results of the test and will 
take on the responsibilities 
and pleasures that the results 
give us." 

The mother of Alex, 
Michele Umezu, has been try¬ 


ing since 2009 to have Ronaldo 
recognised as the father and is 
demanding child support. 

She says she met Ronaldo 
at a party in Tokyo in 2002 
celebrating Brazil's success at 
that year's World Cup. 

Ronaldo, she says, re¬ 
turned to Tokyo in 2004 dur¬ 
ing a tour of Real Madrid, for 
whom he was then playing. 
She said she became preg¬ 
nant by him at that time. 

Reports said Michele 
Umezu was a 28-year-old 
Brazilian living in Singapore. 

Ronaldo, nicknamed 
'Fenomeno', already has three 
children: a 10-year-old son 
with his ex, and two younger 
daughters, one aged one and 
the other eight months, with 
his current wife, Bia An¬ 
thony.
